The figure and defcription here given were taken from a pfant which 
flowered by means of artificial heat, in the fpring of 1798, at Mr. 
Watson's, Nurferyman, Iflington, and which had been introduced 
the fame y^ar, by Mr. Anthony Hove, of Warfaw. 

Aran hardy ornamental fhrub, it bids fair to prove an acquifition truly 
valuable, its flowers produced in the months of June and July, being 
highly ornamental as well as fragrant. 

w e have the bed authority for regarding this plant as the Chama- 
rhodendros Pontica oi Tournefort, it agrees with his own fpecimens 
in Sir Joseph Banks's Herbarium, it accords alfo with his defcrip- 
tion, and figures, more efpecially of thofe flowers which are of their 
natural fize ; nor have we any doubts of its being the Azalea Pontica of 
Prof. Pallas, figured in the Fior. RoJJica, fince it correfponds generally 
with his defcription, though not in all points with his figure, which 
bears^evldent marks of inaccuracy, the ftigma, for inftance, is repre- 
sented as trifid. 

Tournefort found this plant on the eaftern fide of the Black Sea, 
Mr. Hove on the north fide near Oczakow, and elfewhere ; Profeffor 
Pallas on M ^ 1 Caucafus. 

As yet there has been no opportunity of ascertaining the bed means of 
propagating this new denizen, but there is every realon to fuppofe that 
it will fucceed w»th the treatment beftowed on the other AxaUai. 

Prof. Pallas relates that the honey of bees frequenting the flowers 
of this plant is fwppofed to be narcotic, and that goats, kine, and 
flieep oti eating its leaves, have been poifoned thereby. 

By permiflion and with the approbation of Mr. Anthony Hove, 
the following extra&s from his journal are here inferted. 

" June 9, 17q6j found.a few of this fpecies of Azalea on the river 
" Dnieper in fwampy ground, four feet high, beginning to blow, 
" called here the ftupitfying fhrub, and confidered by fome as highly 
" efficacious in curing the venereal difeafe. 

" June «o, found this fpecies on the river Dniefter, on the eftate of 
44 Count Stanislaus Sczesny Potocki, about fixteeh Englifh 
" miles from the town of Mohilow, in peat earth, from four to twenty 
" feet high ; regarded by the common people as intoxicating, and 
" ufed in the cure of various difeafes. 

€l July 4, near Oczakow, found thoufands of thefe plants fully 
" blown, in a marfh, every fpring-tide overflown by the fea j found 
V there alfo, a Tartarian farmer, who lived entirely by the profits 
« arifing from the honey which the hees extra&ed from the ftawers 
•< of this plant, fold to (Jonftanttnople and othex parts of Turkey for 
u medicinal u^jps. 

•' July 15, arrived at Trebjzond, found a valley about ten Englifh 
'* miles from the fca covered with thefe plants." 

On cultivation, Mr. Hove relates that he found the Azalea's from 
Trebizond much more tender than thole from the borders of the 
Dnieper and the Dniefter, and was therefore inclined to regard them 
as ftrong varieties if not diflinft fpecies. ^ 

The leaves, when fully expanded, are in fize apd figure like thofc 
on the plate, hairy on both (ides, and terminating in a very remarkable 
blunt mucro or point) which has not been hoticed cither by thofe who 
have defcribed 01 figured the plant as it deferves, for it appears tQ 
form- a'veiy Urong charadcr.

The prefent is one of thofe plants which is entitled to our 
admiration, for its curious and lingular ftru&ure, rather than 
for any extraordinary figure it makes in a colle&ion ; not that 
its flowers are without a certain {hare of beauty. 

It is an annual, growing to about the height of two feet ; 
the whole plant is vifcous, and, if bruifed, fmells fomewhat dif- 
agreeably ; the (lowers do not open at any particular time as 
thofe of the Mirabilis do, and each contains only three (lamina ; 
when they fall off, which they do foon after expanding, the 
calyx clofes on the germen, enlarges, droops, and becomes 
deeply plaited ; on the ripening of the feed it turns brown, 
expands, and is fufpended like a little umbrella over the feed, 
which when perfectly ripe drops out on the ground ; the ex- 
panded calyx in this ftate appears fomewhat like the (lower of 
a Pby falis. 

This plant flowers from June to OQober, and ripens its 
feeds in the open air ; it is not difficult of culture, requires the 
fame treatment as other tender annuals from Peru. 

Our figure was drawn from a plant which (lowered 1796, 
in the collection of the Marchionefs of Bute, and was railed 
from Peruvian feeds, fent her by Prof. Ortega of Madrid, 
under the name of Mirabilis triandra t Monf. Cavanille 
has figured and defcribed it as the Mirabilis vifcofa ; Monf. 
L'Heritier, from a consideration of all its chara&ers, has 
been induced to make a new genus of it, which he has called 
Oxybapbus.

In the 6th vol. of the Amcenitates Academic^ Linnaeus 
defcribes this fpecies of Gnaphalium^ mod probably from dried 
fpecimens colle&ed at the Cape, where it is a native ; fo in- 
fignificant did the plant appear to him, that in his defcription, 
he calls it mi/era; compared with the more magnificent fpecies, 
fuch a term might not perhaps be inapplicable : but, though 
fmall, the plant pofTefTes much beauty when cultivated, and 
hence is generally kept in our green-houfes. 

It flowers from March to Auguft. 

Its branches, naturally weak and trailing, require to be 
carefully tied up ; if this bufinefs be executed with taftc and 
judgment, the natural beauty of the plant may be confiderably 
heightened. 

It is readily increafed by cuttings.

Though not fo fhewy a plant as many of the genus, we find 
this fpecies of Hibifcus in mod collections of grccn-houfe 
plants about London, flowering from June to September. 

Its foliage is Angular, its bloflbms fulphur coloured with a 
tint of orange on the under fide and without fcent ; if fuffered 
to grow, this flirub will acquire a confiderable height ; it feeds 
freely, by which the plant is readily increafed, and by thefe it 
requires to be renewed once in two or three years. 

Is a native of the Cape, from whence it was introduced, by 
Mr. Masson, in 1774. Ait. Knv. 

It will be feen by the fynonyms, that authors have been 
divided in their opinions as to the genus of this plant ; Lin- 
Njeus the younger, in his Suppl. makes it an Hibifcus ; Ca- 
vanille, a Pavonia ; L'Heritier, an Urena ; Mr. Aiton, 
an Hibifcus; not partial to the multiplying of genera, unlefs 
there be an obvious neceffity for it, we have in the prefent 
inftance followed the fir ft and laft of thefe writers.

As a fhrub commonly cultivated for ornament in our gardens 
and plantations, the Hydrangea arborefcens has a right to appear 
in this work, neverthelefs it is more with a view to illuftratc 
a peculiar charafter of the genus that it is here figured. 

This fhrub is a native of Virginia, and was introduced in 
1736, by P. Collin son, Efq. it is of low growth, rarely 
exceeding four feet in height ; its flowers are produced on the 
fummits of the branches, fomewhat in the manner of the Lau- 
rujlinus ; they are fmall, crowded, nearly white, with a tinge 
of red in them which is not very brilliant, and fome fragrance ; 
they are produced in July and Auguft, and fometimes followed 
by ripe feeds here. 

Is eafily propagated by parting its roots the latter end of 
O&ober, prefers a moift foil, but will grow in a dry one ; if 
in fevere frofts the ftalks, which are rather foft, fhould be 
killed, new ones will be put up the following Spring.

It appears to be a point not yet fully determined, whether the 
prefent plant exhibits the appearances belonging to it in a ftate 
of nature, or thofe which are in a certain degree the effe& of 
accident, or of art; in its fructification it certainly is not fo 
completely barren as the Guilder Rofe, Viburnum Opultts> cul- 
tivated in our gardens, fince it has moft of its parts perfeft j 
yet as none of the authors who have feen it in China or Japan 
(where it is (aid not only to be much cultivated but indigenous*) 
defcribe its fruit, we are inclined on that account to regard it, 
in a certain degree, as monftrous. 

It will appear by the fynonyms, that authors have entertained 
very different opinions as to what this plant really is ; Jussieu 
following Commerson makes it an Hortenfta> Thunberg a 
Viburnum^ Loureiro, ridiculoufly enough, a Primula* and 
Dr. Smith an Hydrangea. 

In the original defcription of the chara&ers of the genus 
Hydrangea by Lin^aus, there is no mention made of two 
different kinds of florets, as in the Viburnum, nor has any au- 
thor that I am acquainted with defcribed the Hydrangea arbor. 
as producing fucn ; yet, to ifiy great furprife, in a plant of

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this fort which flowered in my garden at Brompton in July 
*797> ( h ree of the Cymsr, and three only, threw out each of 
them from their circumference a very different flower from 
thofe in the centre, (mailer indeed, but very fimilar to the 
flowers of the Hydrang.bort.ke PI. 437. In 1788, Mr. Walter 
publilhed his FL Carotin, in which he defenbes a fecond fpe- 
cies of Hydrangea^ which he calls radiata* having very dif- 
tan£Uy, as in the VHmrnim* two different kinds of florets in 
the fame Cyma, this variation in the florets is added by him to 
the generic charafier : the fimilarity which exifts between the 
flowers of Mr. Walter's Hydrangea radiata, and thofe of the 
prefent plant fufficiemly juftify Dr, Smith in making it an 
Hydrangea j the appearances obferved by LouREiRot on dif« 
fe&ing the germen, and our difcovery of the exiftence of two 
different kinds of flowers in the Hydrangea arttrefcens, tend 
ftill more to confirm its propriety ; we may add, that in the very 
habit of theft feveral plants there exifts a considerable fimilarity ; 
ftill, however, it is only by ripe feed-veffels of the prefent plant, 
that this doubtful matter can be fatisfa&orily cleared up ; but it 
will not follow, that if it be not an Hydrangea it mud be a 
Viburnum. 

This magnificent and highly ornamental plant, according 
to Dr. Smith, was introduced from China to the roytrt 
garden at Kew, by Sir Joseph Banks, Bart, in 1790 ; ft 
was imported by Mr. Slater about the fame time, with whom 
it is faid to have firft flowered in this country. 

If room were allowed us, it would be fuperfluous to de- 
fcribe minutely a plant now fo very common ; fuffice it tp 
fay, that from a ftrong perennial root, rife a number of half- 
fhrubby, irregular, fomewhat fpongy ftalks, ftrongly fpotted 
when young with purple, from one to three feet high, termi- 
nated by large bunches of flowers, at firft green, then rofc- 
coloured, and finally green a fecond time ; thefe are the mod 
common changes to which they are liable : but it will fome- 
times happen that a plant which has produced red flowers 
one year, (hall produce blue another, though growing in the 
fame pot ; this we faw happen in the year 1796 to a plant in 
the poffeflion of the Countefs of Upper Ossory, whofe re- 
fined tafte and fuperior judgment have in feveral inftances 
contributed to render our works more acceptable to the.

more perfeft than thofe of the others, nor more produftive 
of ripe fruit.

According to Mr. A 1 ton, this fpecies was introduced by 
John Ellis, Efq. in 1776; but Isaac Walker, Efq. of 
Southgate, was the firft who poffeffed it in this country, he 
informs me by letter, that he received plants of it from Pen- 
facolain 1771, by the hands of Mr. John Bradley, and that 
he communicated fome of them to Dr. Fothergill, Dr. Pit- 
cairn, and Mr. Ellis. It flowers from April to July. 

Cultivators differ widely as to their treatment of this plant, 
fome keeping it in the ftove, others in the green-houfe, while 
fome have ventured to plant it in the open ground in warm 
fituations ; it probably is more hardy than we imagine ; all 
agree in propagating it by layers, or by feeds if they can be 
procured. Linnaeus, contrary to his ufual praftice, dif- 
tinguifhes the two fpecies by their colour only, and Th unbekg 
is difpofed to regard them as mere varieties.

The Mefemhryantbemum micans, fo called from the glittering

by few; they are produced in the months of July and Auguft, 
but do not expand fully, unlefs the fun (hines powerfully on 
them ; nor do they long retain that regular expanfion obfervable 
in fome fpecies, but quickly aflume a fomewhat ragged ap- 
pearance ; neverthelefs, upon the whole, it is one of thofe 
fpecies which is highly deferving of culture, by thofe who 
are partial to this tribe of plants. 

It is a native of the Cape, and readily propagated by cuttings.

The name of Dillenia was given by Linn*: us to this genus 
of plants, in honour of John James Dillenius, Profefforof 
Botany at Oxford, and the celebrated author of the Hi/!. Muf- 
corum, HorU Eltbamenfis, &c. 

Until the publication of the firft volume of the Linnean Tran- 
fattionsy only one fpecies of Dillenia was generally known ; in 
that work Prof. Thunberg minutely defcribes five others, 
three of which are there figured ; all thefe, and one more de- 
fcribed by Dr. Roxburgh in his work on the Coromandd 
plants, are inferted by Prof. Martyn in his new and highly 
improved edition of Miller's DiSionary. 

The prcfent fpecies, which now lofes its name of indica 
in that of fpeciofa, and which though not enumerated in the 
Hort. Kew. has many years been cultivated at Kew, and in the 
ftoves of the curious near town, is a native of Malabar and 
Java ; in its native foil it becomes a vaft tree, here we rarely 
lee it more than two or three feet high ; its flowers are large 
and fliewy, but quickly deciduous, and remarkable for the un- 
pleafantnefs of their fcent, which is like that of the Lycium 
japonicum % but not being readily exhaled does not infeft the 
air of the ftove. 

This fpecies is increafed without difficulty by cuttings, which 
quickly produce flowering plants.

Profeflbrs Jacquin and Thunberg have both defcribed 
this rare bulbous plant, a native of the Cape, and newly intro- 
duced to this country from Holland among a great variety 
of others: it fcems highly probable that the descriptions of 
both thefe authors were taken from dried fpecimens, (ince they 
accord fo little with the living plant as it flowers with us. 

At firft fight, one would be led to regard this plant as an 
Antbolyza rather than a Gladiolus, its flowers bearing a great af- 
finity to thofeof the Antbolyza Meriana, which differs widely 
from thofe of the Gladiolus communis : Prof. Thunberg having 
thought fit to make a Gladiolus of that plant, he could do no 
lefs than regard this as a Gladiolus b\(o ; we regret that the in- 
finite variety to which all the produ&ions of nature are fub- 
jeft fhould give occafion to verfatile minds perpetually to 
alter genera, often without due confideration. This fpecies 
flowers in February and March, requires the fame treatment 
as other Cape bulbs, and is propagated in the fame manner.

This vegetable i$ certainly one of the mod beautiful pro- 

* du&ions of America. It is but a weakly plant at firft, and 

* fupports itfelf for a time by the help of fome neighbouring

* length acquires a pretty moderate ftem, which divides into a 
w thoufand weakly declining branches, well fupplied with 

* beautiful rofy bloflbms on all fides that give it a mod 

* pleafing appearance in the feafon. 

" It is chiefly found in cool, moid, and fhady places, and 
Cf grows generally to the height of ten or fourteen feet ; but 
H rifes always higher when it remains a climber, in which ftate 
u it continues fometimes.

Our figure was drawn from a very fine healthy plant which 
flowered in the colle&ion of Lady Downe, at her villa of 
Bookham-Grove, near Leatherhead, in April 1799; though 
not enumerated in the Hortus Kewetifis> it had produced blof- 
foms in feveral other colleftions near town long before this 
period ; thofe when they once expand are of ftiort duration, 
but the foriage when healthy is always handfome.

Such as are attached to the (mailer alpine plants, will re* 
gard this fpecies of Cardamine as worthy a place in their col- 
ledions; one would fcarceiy have expe&ed to find it in 
Parkinson's Parad. yet there it is described, and the fol- 
lowing account given of its introduction : f< It was fent me by 
* my efpecial good friend John Tradescante, who brought 
" it among other dainty plants from beyond the feas* and im- 
€C parted thereof a root to me." 

This fpecies is perennial, hardy, and of very humble 
growth ; the leaves grow thickly together, forming a kind of 
tuft ; the flowering items rarely rife above the height of fix 
inches, and produce on their fummits numerous flowers, 
waved on their edges ; all thofe which we have had an oppor- 
tunity of feeing have been perfe&ly white, Parkinson and 
Halle r defcribe them as being fometimes tinged with red or 
purple ; they begin to appear towards the end of March and 
continue through April, the fhelter of a hand-glafs open at 
top is often necefiary to proteft and improve the flowering of 
this and other fuch early-blowing plants. 

It grows readily either in a pot or in the bpen border, fuc- 
ceeds bell when planted in bog earth in a iituation moderately 
moid and fhady, and is readily increafed by parting its roots, 
which are fomewhat of the creeping kind.

The Canna indica % a native of both the Indies, is a plant 
greatly admired for the beauty of its foliage and flowers, and 
on that account generally cultivated ; it has been called by 
fome Indian Sbor, from the roundnefs and hardnefs of its 
feeds. 

We find it to have exifted in our gardens in the time of 
Gerard, 1596, Parkinson was acquainted with that va- 
riety of it which has yellow fpotted flowers: Prof. Martym, 
in his edition of Millers Di£7. has quoted the chief of what 
thefe authors fay of it, which as a matter of curiofity we {hall 
here tranferibe : " Gerard informs us, that in his time it 
*• was hi the garden at Padua, that he had planted it in his 
€€ garden divers times, but it never came to flowering ; and 
cc that it muft be fet or fown in a pot, with fine earth, or in 
M a bed made of horfe-dung, in fuch manner as Cucumbers

n never any ripe feed, and that it will not abide the extremi- 
a ties of our winters, unlcfs it meet with a ftove, or hot-houfe, 
tf fuch as are ufed in Germany ; for neither houfe nor cellar 
m will preferve it : Clusius faw it flowering by houfe-fides 
** in Spain and Portugal, and fays, that the inhabitants there 
u ufe the feeds for making their rofaries."

Though the flowers of this Aloe have little to recommend 
them, there is much to admire in the form and ftruflure of 
its leaves; and this pleating circumftance attends it, it is per- 
fectly diftinft from all the other fpecies : when firfl introduced, 
it was no doubt an objefi of great admiration; Fairchild, 
the celebrated Gardener of Hoxton, who preceded Miller, 
had it engraved, with feveral other fucculents, on a plate 
which is prefixed to Dr. Blair's Botanic EJfays, and which he 
inferibed to the DoQor, betwixt whom and Mr. Fairchild 
there appears to have fubfifted a great degree of intimacy : 
the Effays were printed in 1720. 

This fpecies is a native of the Cape, and flowers in June t 
but not regularly fo, mcreafes very faft by offsets : Mr. Aiton 
makes it as he does all the Aloes indifcriminately, Dry Stove 
Plants, but it may be kept in a good green-houfe, taking care 
to place it in the drieft and moft airy part, and to guard it at 
all times from much wet, but more efpecially in the winter 
feafon.

It was in the green-houfe of Mr. Whitley, Nurferyman 
at Old Brompton, that we firft faw this plant in flower, on 
the 25th of March 1799; previous to this period it had 
flowered in the Royal Garden at Kew, and fpecimens of it 
had been depofited in the Herbarium of Sir Joseph Banks, 
under the name of Diofma ferratifolia. 

It forms a neat pretty fhrub, which is rendered more do* 
Arable by its early flowering; its bloflbms are pure white, 
fet off by Antherae of a lively purple colour; the whole plant 
has a ftrong fcent very like that of Pennyroyal 9 but more 
powerful. 

This fhrub is one of the many which have been raifed 
within thefe few years from Botany-Bay feeds, is a green- 
houfe plant, of eafy culture, blows freely, and is readily in- 
creafed by cuttings. 

Dsscr* Twigs fomewhat angular, reddifh purple ; Leaves 
oppofite, narrow, on very fhort footftalks, fpreading, (lightly 
truncated at the extremity, finely toothed, a tranfparent gland 
in the angle of each tooth, befet on both fides with numerous 
glands, which projeft and give to the upper furface a manifeft 
roughnefs ; Flowers from the alae of the leaves, oppofite, on

peduncles about one-third of an inch long, ufually fupporting 
one, fometimes two flowers ; Calyx compofed of five leaves, 
whifch are tinged with red and permanent ; Corolla five petals, 
white, ovato-lanceolate ; Stamina filaments five, white, hairy, 
at fir ft upright, afterwards bending back betwixt the petals ;

Linnaus originally made this plant a variety of his Aloe 
difticha, the leaves in their mode of growth are indeed truly 
diftichous, few plants afford a better example of fuch, but they . 
differ materially from thofe of the real difticha both in form 
and colour: Mr. Miller, with great propriety, made a 
diftinfi, fpecies of it, by the name of plicatilis, or Fan Aloe, 
which Mr. Aiton has continued; and by the name of Fan 
Aloe it is very generally known : we may remark, however, 
that though this term may be juftified by the form into which 
the leaves expand, the folium plicatile of Linn.eus is a very 
different kind of a leaf. 

, Both the foliage and flowers of this plant are very handfome, 
in the courfe of many years it grows to a great fize ; in the 
Chelfea Garden there are fome fine plants of it, which grew 
there in the time of Mi ller, by whom it was cultivated in % 731.

It will be feen, on confulting the fynonyms, that this native 
of the Cape, though introduced to the Kew Garden by Mr. 
Masson in 1774, was long before known to a confiderable 
number of Botanifts, and it is curious to fee the different 
opinions which they entertained of it ; we abide by that ef 
Mr. Aiton, who has called it Ari/lea, from the bearded ap- 
pearance, we apprehend, of the Spathae. 

It is a fmall fibrous-rooted plant, rarely exceeding when 
in bloom the height of fix or eight inches, and would be too 
infignificant for a green-houfe colle6Uon, were net its flowers 
of a very brilliant blue colour; indeed Miller, who appears 
evidently to have cultivated it, fays, the flowers make little 
appearance, and fo.the plant is only kept for the fake of va- 
riety.

Mr. Aiton tells us, that it flowers from April to June, 
yet Mr. Andrews, intent on giving to Meffrs. Lee and 
Kennedy the credit of flowering it firft, difregards this in- 
formation, and is pleafed to conje&ure that the plant never 
flowered at Kew, becaufe Mr. Aiton, as he alleges, has not 
given to it any fpecific charafter ; not aware that, as a new 
genus, its parts of fru&ification are defcribed at the end of the 
Hort. Kew. and that no fpecific charafter is ever given to a 
plant, where there is only one of a genus, and that for the 
mod obvious reafon. 

The Ariftea is a plant eafily propagated by parting its roots, 
as well as by feeds, will fucceed in a fmall pot, and though a 
green-houfe plant, will not be hurt by the moderate heat of 
the ftove, but flower the better for it.

The Convolvulus Cneorum is a native of Spain and the Le- 
vant, was cultivated in the Botanic Garden at Chelfea in 1739, 
and flowers from May to September.

In fize, habit, &c. this fpecies has fome affinity to the 
Convohulis linearis, figured pi. 289, but differs from it, and other 
fpecies' ufually cultivated with us, in the filky appearance of 
its foliage, which it is not in the artift's power to imitate, and 
for the beauty of which, more than that of its flowers, it is very 
generally kept in colle&ions of green-houfe plants ; its blof- 
foms are nearly white and rarely or never produflive of feeds 
'in this country, hence it is increafed by cuttings.

The plant whofe elegant form is here fo happily delineated 
by the mafterly pencil of Mr. Edwards, according to Dr. 
Ortega, is an inhabitant of Mexico, where its feeds ori- 
ginally were collefted by Dr. Martin Sesse, and fent to the 
royal garden at Madrid, in which the plant produced flowers 
and feeds in abundance ; from thence feeds were obtained by 
the Marchionefs of Bute, about the year 1786, who moft 
liadly communicated them to different perfons in the neigh«- 
bourhood of London, and among others to my moft generous 
fenefa&or, James Vere, Efq. in whofe colleftion at bis 
rilla, KenGngton-Gore, by the careful management of his 
Gardener, William Anderson, it was firft brought to 
Bower in this country, anno 1 797. 

Monf. Cavan ille, who refides at Madrid, where he feizes 
every opportunity of publifhing whatever new plants appear 
there, has figured and defcribed the prefent one, under the 
lame of Ufleria, not aware that Wildenou had previoufly 

bellowed 



bellowed that name on a different plant ; for this and other 
reafons*, Dr. Ortega, in a new work of his above referred 
to, has changed the term Ufteria to that of Maurandya; 
and, though we cannot cordially coincide with the Do&or in 
the propriety either of his generic or trivial name, we have 
adopted them. 

This climber rifes with a fhrubby ftalk to" the height of 
many feet, is very prolific in branches, and produces flowers 
abundantly from July to September, which are fucceeded by 
ripe feed-vcffels and feeds. — As the plant is eafily propagated 
by cuttings, as well as by feeds, it will foon become common 
to our greenhoiifes, though it is rather better fuited to the 
confervatory ; if its bloffoms, which have a great affinity to 
thofe of the Foxglove, had more colour in them, the plant 
would be more defirable : at fome future period fuch may 
probably be obtained from feeds.

The Yellow Jafmine is often planted againft walls, pales, 
Sec. as the branches are weak and (lender and it will grow 
to be ten or twelve feet high if thus fupported; it may how- 
ever be planted in Ihrubbery quarters, to which it is better 
fuited than the White Jafmine. The young (hoots are of a 
fine ftrong green colour, angular, and a little hairy. The 
leaves are trifoliate, though fometimes they grow fingly. They 
are placed alternately on the branches, are of a thick con- 
fiftence, fmooth, and of a fine deep green colour. Thefe 
leaves in well-fheltered places remain until the fpring before 
they fall off, fo that this plant may not improperly be planted 
among the Evergreens, especially as the young fhoots are al- 
ways of a ftrong green. The flowers are yellQw, and do not 
poflefs the fragrance of the common Jafmine. They are pro-

In its place of growth it is not confined to Spain, but is 
found in the Levant, Syria, Arabia, and elfewhere; flowers 
with us from May to July, and may be increafed by cutttings 
of the roots, a mode of propagating by which we fometimes 
happily fucceed with rare and valuable plants when all others 
fail.

Of this parafitical tribe the number of fpecies defcribed in 
the third edition of the Sp. PI. Linn. 1764, amounts to thirty; 
in Gmelin's thirteenth edition of the SyjI. Nat. Linn. 1791, 
no lefs than feventy-five are enumerated, which is a vaft ac- 
ceffion in, fo fliort a period ; molt of thefe are natives of hot 
climates, and on that account require a ftove heat in this 
country ; from their nature alfo they require a fituation not 
to be exaftly imitated, they are therefore to be regarded as 
plants very difficult of culttfre, and we are not to be furprifed 
that three fpecies only are enumerated in the Hort. Kew. — * 
but, fince the publication of that work, many others have been 
added to the royal colleSion, and this among the reft. 

The rare and lingular fpecies here represented, a native of 
the warmer parts of America, and the Weft-Indies, flowered 
with Mr. Whitley, Nurferyman, Old-Brompton, in Feb. 
1799, and at irregular periods' before that time ; he informs 
me that it is not conftant as to the time of its blowing, and 
that though the plant flowers with him, it never affumes a fine 
healthy green appearance, he propagates it by dividing its 
limbs or branches, which often put forth fmall roots ; the 
plant grows in a pot, in a mixture of loam and peat or bog* 
earth, and is kept conftantly plunged in the tan-pit of the 
ftove.

In a former Number of this Work, we gave a figure of the 
large variety of Sifyrincb. Bermud. of Linn, regarding it as 
a diftinft fpecics, and naming it iridtoides, conformably to 
Dillen ius's fpecific defcription ; we regret now that we did 
not continue to it the name of Bcrmud'uina (it being the true 
Bermudas plant) and which cannot with propriety be applied 
to the prefent fpecies, a native of Virginia, far more diminu- 
tive, with flowers much fmaller, of a paler blue colour, a 
much hardier plant alfo, and of more ready growth ; it is in- 
deed a truly hardy perennial, adapted to the open border, in 
which it will grow readily, and produce abundance of flower- 
ing ftems in June and July ; the flowers expand to the fun, 
and are followed by numerous fced-veflels which ripen their 
feeds, by which the plant may be increafed, or by parting its 
roots in the autumn* Its ftalk affords an excellent example 
of the caulisanceps. We readily embrace the opportunity here 
afforded us of correfting an error in regard to the hardinels of 
the Sifyrincb. iridioides, which we were led into partly bv Mil- 
ler's account, and partly from obfervingthe plant to furvive a 
mild winter in the open ground ; we have fince found that it is a 
tender plant, and to be ranked with thofe of the greenhoufe ; 
an additional proof of its being a diftinfl fpecies from the one 
here figured, which has long* been cultivated in our gardens.

This (mail, delicate, and rather elegant fpecies of Indigo, 
to be found in moil colle&ions of greenhoufe plants near 
town, rifes with an upright, fhrubby ftem, to the height of 
feveral feet ; its leaves, of a lively green colour, are furnifhed 
with pinnae, which are numerous and unufually narrow, whence 
its name ; its flowers, produced on long racemi fpringing from 
the fides of the ftem or branches, are of a lingular dull red 
colour, and rarely followed by feeds with us. 

It is a native of the Cape*, from whence it was introduced 
by Mr. Masson, in 1774; flowers from June to Oftober t 
and is ufually increafed by cuttings.

The learned and inftru&ive KiEMPFEnin his Am<en. Exot. 
that vaft fund of mod ufeful information, gives a figure of this 
plant, in which it is reprefented both with flowers and feed- 
veffels, accompanied with a description and fhort account of 
it ; from which we learn that it is cultivated in Japan as an 
ornamental plant, that the flowers are produced in February, 
before the leaves, that they have the fcent of the violet, but 
become unpleafant on being long fmelt to. 

Hearing that Lord Coventry was the firft who poffefled 
this plant in England, I took the liberty of writing to his Lord- 
ihip in January 1799, to requeft fome information on this 
point, as well as fome others relative to its culture, &c. On 
the 13th of the fame month, his Lordfhip had the goodnefs 
to fend me a beautiful fpecimen of the plant in bloom, a 
fecdling plant one year old, together with a feed-vefTel of the 
year 1798, and fome feeds ; in the Earl's letter is the follow* 
ing paflage : — " the beauty of the Calycanthus precox at this 
" moment furpafles all defcription, it is covered with bloffoms 
* from top to bottom, and the fragrance of it may be per- 
" ceived at the diftance of fifty yards from the confervatory."

By his Lordfhip's dirc&ion, t received at the fanie time? 
from his Gardener, Mr. William Dean, the following in- 
formation, in anfwer to my queries : — <c My Lord received the 
plant from China in 1766 : — it was planted in a confervatory, 
is now fixteen feet -high, and expands -ten feet wide : — bears 
a fucceffion of flowers from September to March : — the time 
of its firft blowing I cannot precisely alcenain, but believe it 
to be nearly twenty years back : — it is propagated by layers^ 
cuttings, and feeds, the latter it produces mod years at 
Croome, but I believe at no other place in England : — there 
are plants of it at Croome fix feet high, in a warm fituation 
in the open border, which have Rood out feveral years by 
being covered with a fingle mat in fevere weather." 

Not expefting to receive a plant from Lord CovENf ry in 
bloom, our drawing was made from one which flowered with 
Mr, Whitley, Nurferyman, Old-Brompton, December 22, 
1798, and which came originally from Croome, his Lordflnp 
having prefented moft of the Nurferymen about town with 
plants of it ; the bloflbms of that from Croome were fome- 
what larger than thofe here reprefented, and the petals were 
lefs ftriped, indeed almoft wholly tinged with purple, the 
leaves alfo proceeded more from the fummit of the {talks and 
were of a much greener hue, owing no doubt to its being 
kept in the confervatory, while Mr. Whitley's plant was 
tacked to the outfide of the bottom of the greenhoufe. 

In the number of its ftamina, which is rarely more 
than five, it does not accord with the charaQer of the clafa 
icofandria, nor do thfc feeds agree with the generic character 
as described by Linn a us.

Of this genus we have already figured fix different fpecies ; 
this is another newly difcovered one, which, like rood of its 
kind, difplays its beauties chiefly in the night. It is the only 
, one, as far as we yet know, that has white blofToms ; thefe, 
when firft expanded, are beautifully fo, but in the morning they 
change to a purple colour, fade, and their place is fupplied by 
a frefh fucceflion. In this remarkable change of colour, it 
bears fome affinity to the GLnothera anomala, which may be 
confidered as ftrengthening our opinion that the latter plant 
belongs to this genus rather than to that of Gaura.

All the plants of this family as yet known are natives of 
New Holland ; the genus derives its name from the breadth of 
its pod or feed-veffel, and was eftablifhed by Dr. Smith, in 
the fecond volume of the Tranf actions of the Linn<ean Society % 
where the prefent fpecies, the only one then known, is de- 
fcribed under the name of Platylobium formofum, or Orange VlaU 
Pea ; a figure of it has been fince given by the fame author, in 
the fecond number of a work, entitled The Zoology and Botany 
of New Holland. 

The feeds of this plant having been among the firft of thofe 
imported from Botany-Bay, feedlings have been raifed, and the 
plants have grown up and flowered in mod Colleftions of green- 
houfe plants about town ; an opportunity has been thus afforded 
of afcertaining its beauty, and it mud be confeffed there are few 
papilionaceous flowers more handfome, the buds in particular 
are inexpreffibly rich in colour, thefe are produced from June 
to Auguft, but are rarely fucceeded by ripe feeds in this 
country. 

In railing this fpecies, recourfe is generally had to foreign 
feeds, for cuttings are not eafily (truck ; great difficulty alfo 
attends the rearing the feedlings, as they are very apt to go off 
when young, when they advance in fize they generally grow 
more freely ; we have obferved the plant to fucceed very well 
with fome, while others fcarcely have been able to keep it 
alive.

their roots; the Tr.fejfile^ already figured in the Magazine, is 
the mod common, the cernuum next, and the prefent fpecies 
the mod rare, which, though not mentioned in the Hort. Kew. 
we have feen in the colleQion at Kew. 

Cornutus gives a good figure of it, which is copied in 
Morison. 

It is a hardy, perennial, herbaceous plant, growing to the 
height of about nine inches, producing its flowers in May ; 
it requires to be planted in a fhady and fomewhat moid fitua- 
tion, either in peat earth, pure light loam, or a mixture of 
both. 

The roots of thefe plants, which are of the tuberous kind, 
might no doubt be raifed with care from foreign feeds, but 
the procefs would be tedious, and the plants have fcarcely fuf- 
ficient beauty to compenfate for the trouble.

Though a native of the more fouthern parts of Europe, 
this fpecies of Heath was unknown in our gardens till intro- 
duced by Mr. Brooks , fo lately as about 1765; now it 
is one of the mod common, and will long continue to be 
one of the mod defirable ; in a few years it acquires the height 
of four or fix feet, is very upright and handfome in its growth, 
and from March to May its branches are loaded with a profu- 
fion of lively bloflbms. 

. In our .account of Erica berbacea, page it, we expreffed 
fome doubts whether it and the mediterranea might not be one 
and the fame fpecies, as they accorded in many refpe&s ; from 
examining them more attentively, we are fatisfied that they 
are perfectly diftinft: the berbacea, if left to itfelf, is low and 
fpreading, the mediterranea tall and upright ; the flowers in the 
mediterranea are (horter and more ovate, and have a degree 
of fragrance wanting in thofe of the berbacea ; the filaments do 
not projeft fo far, but the ftyle farther ; the berbacea bloflbms 
at lead a month earlier than the mediterranea; to thefe dif- 
ferences we may add, that the berbacea is perfe&ly hardy, 
while the mediterranea is liable to be killed in fevere feafons, 
and is therefore ufually kept in the greenhoufe. 

This fpecies is eafily ftruck from cuttings and eafily pre* 
ferved.

The figure here given was drawn in January 1799, from a 
plant in full bloom in the dry ftove of the Apothecaries Garden 
atChelfea; Mr. Fairbalrn informs me that it flowers re* 
gularly every year : the plant itfelf, fuppofed to be fifty years 
old, has a ftem the thicknefs of one's arm, naked for the 
fpace of about four feet from the ground, then dividing into 
feveral large heads, formed of the leaves growing in clutters, 
from the centre of which arife the flowering-ftems, two feet 
or more in length, producing fpikes of flowers frequently 
much longer than thofe represented on the plate ; thefe be- 
fore they open are upright, when fully blown they hang 
down, and when out of bloom they turn upwards. 

This undoubtedly is the Aloi vera of Miller, and the 
perfoliata var. fuccotrinaof Mr. Aiton, that which produces 
the Succotrine Aloes of the {hops, and is faid to grow in the 
Ifland of Zocotra or Socotora, in the Straits of fiabelmandel ; 
it is therefore highly interesting as a medicinal plant, and 
very defirable as an ornamental one* 

Is propagated by offsets, which it does not produce in any 
great plenty, and to have it in perfeftion, it muft be treated 
as a dry-ftove plant.

The Plinia pedunculated in its foliage and flowers, bears a 
great refemblance to fome varieties of the Myrtle, of which 
genus Linn jE us, following others, at firft made it a fpecies ; 
on this account it may be regarded, in a certain degree, as an 
ornamental plant, it is moreover a very rare one : its flowers 
yield a confiderable fragrance, much like that of the Orange 
bloffotn. 

It is a native of the Brazils, and alfo of Jamaica, ac- 
cording to Dr. Brown, and others : was cultivated here by 
Mr. Miller, in 1759. 

Our drawing was made January 18, 1799, from a plant in 
the tan ftove of the Apothecaries Garden at Chelfea, which 
has been there a great number of years, and is now become a 
fmall tree, covered every year with a profufion of bloflbms, 
which in fome feafons have been followed by fruit. 

The branches of this tree are (lender, and covered with a 
light-coloured bark : the leaves ovate, oppofite, firm, glofly, 

entire, 



entire, fomewhat contra&ed near the point, which is obtufe, 
{landing on fhort foot- (talks, and turning black : the flowers are 
placed on large footftalks, which ufually come out in pairs : 
the Calyx is deeply divided into four fegments, which quickly 
turn back : Petals four, white, fcarce perceptibly edged with 
hairs, turning back with the calyx, and quickly falling : Sta- 
mina numerous, inferted into the bafe of the calyx, which 
forms a kind of fquare receptacle; thefe alfo foon fall off, 
leaving the calyx and ftyle (landing : Germen fmall, ufually 
imperfeft. 

Dr. Brown, in his Hiftory of Jamaica, fays, <c this little 
" tree is frequent in the red hills, and remarkable for its 
<c (lender branches and myrtle leaves ; it is now commonly 
" called Red-wood by the negroes, and is looked upon as a 
" good timber wood, but it feldom grows above four or five 
" inches in diameter."

The Canadian Rhodora is a hardy deciduous American 
(hrub, of low growth, and confiderable beauty, and the more 
defirable from the earlinefs of its flowering, which occurs be- 
fore the foliage is fully expanded ; the bloffoms are very liable 
to be injured by the cutting eafterly winds which fometimes 
prevail in April, the ufual time of their appearance ; it bears 
gentle forcing remarkably well, and thus may be had to flower 
in great perfe&ion. 

It requires to be planted in light bog earth, in which it is 
freely propagated by layers. 

Is a native of North-America, and was introduced in 1767, 
by Sir Joseph Banks, Bart* ,

The name of Pultenaa has been given to this genus by 
Dr. I. E. Smith, in honour of Wm. Pulteney, M. D. of 
Blandford in Dorfetlhire, whofe various writings have fo effen- 
tially contributed to the introduction and eftablifliment of 
Linnean Botany in this country, and to the promotion of the 
ufeful arts connefted with Botany, more efpecially Agriculture. 
It takes the name of ftipularis, from its ftalk being covered 
with fcale-like ftipulae. 

Seeds of this fpecies having been introduced to this country 
with fome of the firft productions of New-Holland, the plant 
has flowered in feveral colle&ions near town ; we firft faw it at 
Mr. Barr's, Nurferyman, Ball's- Pond, near Newington-Green. 
It is but feldom, however, that this fpecies can be brought to 
bloflbm, or even be kept alive here for any length of time, if 
treated in the way that greenhoufe plants ufually are ; poffibly it 
would fucceed better with a warmer regimen*

The plant here figured is the true Indigof. pforaloides of 
Linnjeus, a native of the Cape, and cultivated by Mr. Mil- 
ler, in 1758"; there is another fpecies fomewhat fimilar to 
it, of much larger growth, and more recently introduced, 
frequently fold for it in the nurferies about town. 

Though cultivated fo long fince in this country, the plant is 
far from common ; it is of fmall growth : its flowers, produced 
from July to September, are of a lively purple colour, and 
ufually fucceeded by feeds, whereby the plant is increafed, as 
alfo by cuttings.

Amidft that variety of appearance obfervable in the plants 
of this extenfive family, feveral are diftinguilhed by having 
ftalks remarkably thick, and flefhy ; from which circumftance 
the prefent fpecies has been named by Monf. L'Heritier, 
the firft defcriber of it, crajftcaule ; it is not lefs obvioufly 
diftinguifhed by its Angularly fhaped plaited leaves of a filvery 
hue; its bloflbms are white, with a few minute purple dots 
at the bafe of the petals, and, in the original fpecies, not very 
beautiful, but in the variety here figured,. ftrikingly fo j for 
the petals are not only of a confiderable fize, but on the 
middle of each there is a fpot of the richeft purple, which 
appearing on a ground of the pureft white, produces the fineft 
imaginable effeft. 

The Pelargonium crafficaule was firft difcovered by Mr. Ant. 
Hove, on the fouth-weft coaft of Africa, and was introduced to 
the Royal Garden at Kew* in 1786; the variety here figured 
was firft pofleffed by Meflrs. Grim wo on and Co. Kenfington. 

It requires a drier and warmer fituation than the green- 
houfe ufually affords ; flowers in June and July, is of flow 
growth, and propagated by cuttings, but with difficulty ; it 
rarely ripens its feeds, and if it were raifed from them, the 
fame beautiful variety might not be produced*

Moft Botanifts have feen, and are acquainted with, the Tra- 
gopogon, few have had an opportunity of obferving the Geropo- 
gon, which is here introduced more on account of its being a 
rare and curious than an ornamental plant. 

It is an annual, rifing with a fmooth Item and leaves to about 
the height of a foot, its flowers are flefh-coloured, and expand 
only when the fun fhines on them ; they are quickly followed 
by feeds, deferving of notice for their ftrufture, and as form- 
ing the chief diftin&ion betwixt it and the Tragopogon.

There are two Heaths very generally cultivated in the 
nurferies about town, agreeing in many refpefts, but differing 
in fize and hairinefs, which have been regarded as varieties of 
each other and called by wrong and inexpreffive names ; to us 
they appear, on an accurate examination, to be diftinft fpecies ; 
the better to elucidate them, we have figured and defcribed 
them both in the fame number, regarding the fmaller one as 
the pube/cens of Linnaus, its hairinefs being of the (lighter 
kind, the other as a diftinft fpecies, under the name of liirtu 
flora, from the fuperior roughnefs of the hairs on its bloffoms ; 
the Linnean defcription will indeed apply to either. 

The birtiflora is much the largeft plant, growing ufually to 
twice the fize of the other, and is as much diftinguifhed by its 
bufliy as the pube/cens is by its twiggy appearance ; the birtiflora 
is in all its parts more ftrongly haired, both in (talks, leaves,' 
and flowers ; the form of the leaves is fomewhat alike in both, 
convex above and concave beneath ; but in the pube/cens the 
leaves are narrower, the edges being rolled further back, fo 
as to make the cavity or concave part ajmoft linear, and to 
form a fort of folium canaliculatum ; there is not much difference

in the general hairinefs of the leaves, excepting that the hairs 
in the hirtiflora are ftronger and more numerous, while in the 
pubefcens they form more of a tuft at the extremity ; but there 
is a very curious and ftriking difference in the hairs on the 
underfide of the leaves, in the hirtiflora the edges are ciliated 
or fringed with a row of finer hairs, pointing inwards, which are 
altogether wanting or fcarcely vifible in pubefcens ,• there is not 
much difference in the fru&ification, the flowers of hirtiflora are 
at leaft one-fourth larger than in thofe of pubefcens^ and the 
horns of the antherae are more ftrongly haired : the glands at 
the bafe of the (lamina, of a reddifh colour, are very viable 
in the pubefcens. 

Both thefe fpecies, natives of the Cape and recently intro-* 
duced, flower from the autumnal to the fpring months, and 
contribute more than Stlmoft any two other Heaths to enliven 
the greenhoufe during the winter half-year. 

The pubefcens in particular is eafily propagated by cuttings, 
and may be kept in a well-fecured frame ; the more air is 
admitted to it in fuitable weather, the healthier will be the 
plant, and the more vivid the Colour of its flowers.

This very elegant fpecies of Crotalaria, is a native of the 
Cape, defcribed by Bergius in his PL Capenfes / by Lin- 
naus in the fecond edition of the Sp. PL and to be found in 
the third volume of the Hort. Kew. to which garden Mr. Aitok 
informs us that it was introduced by Mr. Masson in 1786. 

It is a biennial greenhoufe plant, rifing to the height of 
three or four feet, with a ftrong and for the moft part un- 
branched Item, ufually naked in its lower part ; its leaves are 
large, uncommonly handfome when the plant is young, be* 
coming more glaucous as it advances, and acquiring a fome- 
what rough furface ; its flowers, of a bright yellow colour, 
are produced in Auguft and September, on the fummit of 
the ftem, they ftand fingly on peduncles, which grow three 
together in the als of the leaves, and are generally fuc- 
ceeded by feed-veffels containing for the moft part one feed 
only in each ; if the feafon be favourable, thefe ripen in the 
open air, and by thefe the plant is raifed without difficulty; as 
the flowers go off, both calyx and corpl^ • change to a dark 
brown colour, which in a flight degree disfigures the plant: 
to fecure the ripening of the feed, it will be moft prudent to 
fet one or two of the forwardeft plants in the greenhoufe.

Mr. And«ews has lately publifiied this plant, under the 
name of Borbonia cordata, referring to the Species Plantar, of 
/Linnaus for defcription and fynonyms, with none. of which 
does it in the lead accord (fee below); had Mr. Andrews 
made it a new fpecies of Bothnia, he might perhaps have been 
juftified from the ftrufture of the feed-veffel, which it does 
pot appear he had feen when the plant was drawn*

To this genus Linn* us gave the name of He&enflretia, in 
honour of Joh. Ernst Hebenstreit, Profeflbr of Medicine 
at Leipfic, who travelled into Africa, and publilhed Defini* 
tiones Plantarum in 1731. 

The prefent fpecies, a native of the Cape, and introduced 
in 1770 by Monf. Richard, is now very generally met with 
in our greenhoufe colle&ions ; it accords but indifferently with 
the name of dentata, the leaves being for the moft part fo 
flightfy toothed, that the indentations are fcarcely difcernible ; 
it appears to vary in this refpeft, and perhaps runs into the 
integrifolia. 

It is Angular and pretty, but not fliewy ; produces its fpikei 
$f Sowers from February to November, fo that it is in bloom 

the 



the greateft part of the year *. it is ufiially increafed by cutting*, 
and is very liable to be loft, hence it becomes neceffary to have 
fevegd pots of it in different fituationp, 

Linn a us tells us, that the flowers in the morning are 
without (cent, at noon they are (linking and naufeous, in the 
evening ambrofial like the oriental hyacinth : having negle&ed 
to pay due attention to this circumftance, we can neither con* 
firm nor contradift it, but we fufpeft that the different odours 
it is faid thus to diffufe are not very powerful. We take this 
opportunity of mentioning a fa& relative to the Manulea 
tomentofa y which we had not difcovered when we figured that 
plants its flowers, which in the day-thhe have very little (cent, 
late in the evening give forth a rood penetrating and unpleafant 
one, fo as to make a fmall greenhoufe highly difagrceable.

The name of ciliaris has been given to this Tpecies of Erica, 
from the leaves being ftrongly edged with hairs ; this circum- 
ftance, undoubtedly, gives a ftriking charafter to the plant 1 
there are other fpecies, however, to which the fame term 
would apply with equal propriety ; but we muft not be too 
nice on fuch points, provided the name be not bad in itfelf: 
the irregularity of the flower, as noticed by Loe fling, vid. 
Synon. forms a more remarkable trait. 

This fpecies, a native of Spain and Portugal, and therefore 
hardy enough to bear the open air of this country in mild 
winters, was introduced, according to Mr. Aiton, about the 
year 1773 ; it grows to the height of feveral feet, and, if judi- 
cioufly treated, produces abundance of large purple flowers 
from July to September. 

Though it is ufual to plant this fpecies in bog earth in the 
open border, to guard againft accidents, it will be proper to 
keep a few of them in pots, and fet them in the grcenhoufe 
during winter. 

It is a plant of ready growth, and ftrikes readily from cuttings. 

C. Bauhin, miftakenly, calls it anglica^ which has given 
rife to the idea of its being an Englifh plant, but it is not.

It is difficult to afcertain precifely when this beautiful 
climber was introduced to this country from North-America, 
its native place of growth ; it was evidently cultivated here by 
Parkinson in 1640, as in his Tb. Botah. he defcribes it 
minutely, and adds, i€ this never bore flower with mee, hof 
l< any other that hath it in our country that I could heare of:" 
we may from hence infer, that at this period* it could not have 
been long or generally cultivated, as the plant blows freely 
enough at a certain age; Miller fay si in feven or eight 
years from feed. 

The authors whb firft defcribed this plant; called it by val 
rious names; Parkinson, in criticifing on fome of thefe, is 
betrayed into an illiberality altogether inconfiftent with his 
ufual candour and gravity : " neither yet," fays he, " doe I 
u entitle it Gelfeminum hederaccum Indicum,' as that good 
" French goofe doth, whofe horned name is prefixed to his 
* worke of great judgement, no doubt to make it bear an 
<c ivy title that hath fo little refemblance thereto ;'* alluding 
to Cornutus, who calls it by that name, and who moft pro- 
bably meant na more by hedtraceum, than the fimilarity which 

the 



the plant bore to Ivy in its manner of attaching itfelf to trees, 
buildings, &c. and in which he was perfe&ly juftified. 

This deciduous climber is very hardy, and will mount to 
the fummit of the higheft tree, or fpread over the loftieft wall ; 
hence it is recommended by Miller for covering buildings 
which are unfightly : in the months of Auguft and September 
it puts forth its rich magnificent trumpet-like flowers, in 
bunches at the extremities of its pendent branches, which pro- 
duce the mod charming. effeft imaginable; one of the fined 
trees (for fuch it is in reality) that we have feen of this fort, 
grows againft the houfe of Dr. Lelth, near the hofpital, 
Greenwich; there is a very old tree of it alfo, at the Apo- 
thecaries garden, Chelfea, the Hem of which is the thicknefs 
of one's wrift. 

It fucceeds beft when trained to the wall of fome building, 
and fupports itfelf by putting out roots in the manner of Ivy; 
but thefe roots, as in that plant, do not we believe contribute 
to its nourifhment: it may alfo be trained up againft the ftems 
of tall and fomewhat naked trees, and, if managed with tafte 
and judgment, will make a charming appearance when in flower. 

" It is propagated by feeds (which rarely, we believe, or 
u never ripen with us) but the young plants fo raifed do not 
<c flower in lefs than feven or eight years, therefore thofe which 
" are propagated by cuttings or layers from flowering plants 
" are moft efteemed, becaufe they will flower in two or three 
c< years after planting. The old plants alfo fend out many 
" fuckers from the roots, which may be taken off, and tranf- 
" planted where they are to remain, for thefe plants will not 
€C tranfplant fafely if they are old. 

" The neceffary culture for thefe plants after they arc 
Cf eftabliflied, is to cut away all the fmall weak fhoots of the 
<c former year in winter, and fhorten the ftrong ones to about 
€t two feet long, that young (hoots may be obtained for flower- 
,c ing the following fummer ; thefe plants are of long duration. 
" There are fome in gardens which have been planted more 
c< than fixty years, which are now very vigorous, and produce 
" flowers in plenty every feafon." Mill. Difit. 

The Bignonia radicans minor has by many been confidered as 
a variety of the plant here figured, but it differs fo efTentially 
in many particulars, that it feems to be entitled to be regarded 
as a fpecies; there is an old plant of it and the major growing 
near together in Chclfea garden, in which we have obferved 
that the minor is a much fmallcr plant, more difpofed to throw 
out roots from its ftems, infinitely lefs inclined to flower, vary- 
ing greatly in the form of its leaves and in the fize and colour 
of its bloflbms, and upon the whole much lefs ornamental 
and defirable.

It is difficult to fay precifely when this charming fhrub, a 
native of Perfia, now fo generally found in our gardens, and 
unknown to the older Botanifts, was introduced ; Mr* Aiton 
has afcertained that it was cultivated here in 1658. 

Of this plant, authors defcribe three varieties, one with 
blue, another with white flowers, and another with divided 
leaves, the latter confidered by Miller as a diftinft fpecies, 
and called by him laciniata % appears to have been the fir (I 
known and introduced by the Perfian name of Agem. 

The Perfian Lilac is a Ihrub of much humbler growth than 
the common fort, feldom rifing above the height of fix feet ; 
its branches are (lender, pliable, and widely extended, fre- 
quently bending downward from the weight of the flowers, 
which are produced from the beginning to the end of May in 
panicles uncommonly large, and are of a pale purple colour, 
with an agreeable fcent, going off without producing any per- 
fed feeds.

As this flirub bears forcing extremely well, it is one of 
thofe principally ufed for decorating windows, &c. in the 
fpring of the year.

The flowers of this Corn-flag are of a delicate ftraw colour, 
more or lefs tinged with orange, finely and curioufly pencilled 
with dark lines, which render it as much an objeft of admiration 
as brilliancy of colour does fome of the others. 

It appears to be a very diftinft fpecies, and is one of thofe 
lately introduced from the Cape by way of Holland ; flower* 
in May, produces offsets m abundance, and requires the fame 
treatment as the reft of the genus, grows readily, and blows 
Freely.

For this very rare and beautiful little plant we are indebted 
to Mr. Loddidges, Nurferyman, at Hackney, who raifed 
feveral of them from feeds fent him ten or twelve years ago, 
from Laubach, in Auftria, by a friend who gathered them on 
the extreme tops of the Crain mountains. 

It is a plant of very flow growth and difficult culture, which 
mud always make it a great rarity. It flowers in April, is kept 
in bog-earth in a (heltered fituation and Northern afpeft. 

The Ciftus Chamaerhododendros of Plukenet is, perhaps, 
intended for fome other plant, as the leaves of this are per- 
fectly free from any ferruginous appearance. 

As, perhaps, few Englifli Botanifts have feen the Rhodo- 
dendron Chamaeciftus in flower, the following defcription may 
not be unacceptable. It rifes with feveral diffufe branched 

(talks, 



(talks, fcarcely a fpan high, thickly clothed with fmall ovate 
flefhy leaves, fmooth on each fide, ciliated at the edge ; when 
young, they appear ferrated with a gland-bearing hair to each 
tooth ; but as they grow older they become more flefliy, the 
notches difappear, and the glands at the extremity of the hairs 
perifli. The Flower-Stalks about an inch long, hairy with glands, 
grow three or four together from the extremity of the branch, 
having two fmall concave brafteae at the bafe, and bearing each 
ope flower. The Calyx is five-cleft, the fegments conniving, 
lanceolate-oval. The Corolla of one petal, deeply divided into 
five fegments, which are ovate, entire, and rotate, of a lively 
purple colour, fpotted at the bafe. Filaments ten, equal, longer 
than the corolla, incurved towards the tip, white; Anthers 
black, attached at the fide ; Pollen white. The Germ is hemi- 
fpherical, of a green colour ; the Style white, of an equal 
length or fomewhat exceeding the ftamens ; the Stigma fimple 
and green. The Seed-Veffel we have not feen.

To this genus both the flower-garden and fh rubbery are 
indebted for fome of their chief ornaments. Of the hardy 
herbaceous fpecies the trifoliate is confidered as one of the 
mod elegant ; when it grows in perfe&ion it certainly is a moft 
delegable plant. 

It is a native of North America, flowers in June and July, 
Slid was cultivated by Mr. Miller, in 1758. Ait. Kcw. 

Being a plant much coveted, increafmg but little, propagated 
with difficulty, and liable to be loft unlefs planted in a loil and 
fituation highly favourable to it, it is fcarce in the gardens 
about London. 

It is ufually increafed by parting its roots; pofljbly thefe 
might grow when made cuttings of. Miller fays it is propa- 
gated by feeds, which (hould be town on a ihady border, foon 
after they are ripe ; for if they are fown in the fpring, the 
plants will not come up till the year after, and many times fail; 
they will require to be very carefully weeded and attended to. 

The beft fhuati6n for this plant is a North border; it loves 
moifture, and (hould be planted in light bog or peat-earth, or a 
mixture of it and a pure hazel loam.

It rifes with an angular, 
rufhy, ftiflF ftem, from three to four feet in height, dividing 
into branches. The leaves are oblong-lanceolate, alternate, 
covered with foft filvery hairs, which are much diminifhed in 
number by culture, as we found on comparing a native fpecimen 
from the coaft of Coromandel, in the poffeffion of Sir Joseph 
Banks, Bart. The flowers are terminal, and difpofed in ra- 
cemes, each flower being furnifhed with a fhort peduncle, they 
are large, of a deep yellow, and refemble thofe of the Spaniih 
Broom* # 

The(£ are fucceeded by large turgid pods, containing reni- 
form or kidney-fhaped feeds. This plant requires the treatment 
of the tan-ltove. .

Of this # numerous genus there are many fpecies with fhrubby 
ftalks, which rife to a confiderable height; fuch is the prefent 
plant, .which has within thefe few years made its appearance in 
the greenhoufes about town, and is to be admired for its rarity 
and Angularity, rather than for its fuperior beauty ; in that 
refpeft it is far eclipfed by the braficolata. 

The Stalk rifes to the height of feveral feet, branching to- 
wards the top in a very irregular manner ; is round, downy, 
and of a purple colour ; the Leaves are oppofite, fefiile, heart- 
fhaped, pointed, more or lefs hairy, on the old Items turned 
downwards ; the Flowers grow in racemes for the moft part, from 
the fork of the ftalk, are about the fize of thbfe of the braReo- 
lata, but lefs brilliant ; each Peduncle is furnifhed at its bafe 
with a triphyllous braQea ; the Stamens are eight in number, 
and the Stigma is remarkably hooded.

This is one of the rareft of the Geranium tribe with fo 
many fpecies of which our greenhoufes, and even our halls and 
windows, are now decorated. It has appeared in feveral gar- 
dens about the metropolis for thefe two years pad, and was, 
probably, firft railed from feeds fent from the Cape to the 
Royal Garden, at Kew, a fource from whence the beauties of 
Flora are fpread with a bountiful hand through the nation. 

It is known in mod of the nurferies by the name which we 
have adopted, but has not, we believe, been hitherto defcribed 
or figured. 

The bed mode of cultivating this plant is by fowing its feeds, 
either in the fpring or autumn, in a mixture of peat-earth and 
loam, as if is not eafily increafed either by cuttings or by 
parting its roots.

The Centaurea ragufina ; a native of the ifle of Candia, and 
of feveral places on the coafts of the Mediterranean, both in 
Europe and Africa, was cultivated here in 1714, by the 
Duchess of Beaufort, and is now a common greenhoufe 
plant; it feldom exceeds the height of three feet; its ftalks 
which are perennial, divide into many branches ; the flowers 
are of a bright yellow colour, they appear in June and July* 
but the feeds feldom ripen in England : as this plant retains its 
leaves, which are extremely white all the year, it makes a 
pretty variety among others. If planted in dry lime rubbifh, 
Miller fays, it will bear the cold of our ordinary winters, in 
the open air. 

May be propagated by flips, or by planting the young 
branches, which do not fhoot up to flower, in a fliady border 
any time during the fummer; in the autumn thefe may be re- 
moved into a warm border, or put into pots to be fheltcred in

We have no doubt but that when this fuperb fpecies of 
Craffula was firft introduced from the Cape by Prof. Bradley, 
of Oxford, in 17 14, it was regarded as a kind of a Merveil de la 
Nature ; even now that it is common, we fcarcely know any 
fucculent that is fuperior to it, whether We regard its grandeur, 
the curious growth of its leaves, or the rich colour of its fcarlet 
bloflbms, readily produced on plants of a moderate fize. 

It flowers during the months of July, Auguft, and Septem- 
ber ; is readily propagated by cuttings, and requires the fame 
treatment as other tender fucculents; Mr. Aiton regards it as 
a dry (love plant ; in the fummer it fhould be placed in the 
open air.

This pretty little annual, which is known in feveral of the 
more curious colleQions about town, under the name of 
Heliophila integrifolia, is a native of the Cape of Good 
Hope, from whence feveral other fpecies of Heliophila have 
been imported into Europe, all of which, we believe, might 
# be very readily charafterifed by the different figure of the 
filiqua ; but for want of a proper attention to this mod eflential 
part, much confufion has arifen in the fynonomy of thofe 
fpecies which have been already defcribed. The true in- 
tegrifolia is a much larger plant, with lanceolate leaves all 
entire; the filiqua is compreffed, which marks it to be a 
diftinft fpecies. Our plant cannot be referred to any yet 
defcribed, although in many refpefts it refembles what has 
been figured by Jacquin, as a remarkable variety of integri- 
folia, in his lcones Rarior. /. 506. It. differs, however, fo 
materially, that we cannot venture to quote this figure as a 
fynonym. It has been, therefore, neceffary to give it a new 
fpecific name, and we have formed a character, which; from a 
careful infpe&ion of all the fpecies prcferved in the Herbarium 
of Sir Joseph Banks, appears fufficient to diftinguilh it. 
The flowers, which are of a very brilliant colour, expand 
about noon and remain open but a few hours. Our figure 
was drawn from a plant raifed by Mr. Loddidge, of Hackney.

This beautiful flirub is a native of Surinam, and both in its 
foliage and long racemes of fine fcarlet flowers growing from 
the extremities of the branches, is a great ornament to the 
ftove. It bloffoms tolerably freely, and continues flowering 
during great part of the fummer. The corolla is never fully 
expanded, but the petals having a fpiral twift, they curl round 
one another and open in an irregular manner. All the figures 
of this plant hitherto publifhed we believe have been drawn 
from dried fpecimens, and the corolla being expanded by art, 
a flower has been made totally different from the natural 
appearance. The bark, the wood, and the root, are all in- 
tenfely bitter, and may on that account be ufeful in medicine ; 
but the Lignum Quaffiae, which has been imported in con- 
fiderable quantities, not only for pharmaceutical purpofes, but 
as a fubftitute for hops, though formerly fuppofed to belong 
to this fpecies, we are informed by later obfervers is the produft 
of another, the Quaflia excelfa. As a native of a warm 
climate, it requires the common treatment of ftove plants. Is 
increafed by cuttings in the early part of the year. It was.

Of this very numerous genus there are but few fpecies with 
yellow flowers ; this plant was therefore, no doubt, cultivated 
at firft as much for its Angularity as its beauty : Parkinson 
figures and defcribes it in his Parad. terr. as he does many 
others of the fame tribe, in -which he appears to have been 
very rich ; he obferves that when the plant comes up with a 
fingle leaf, it produces no flowers, but when it has two it does. 
Miller fays the Tellow Moly has fome beauty in the flowers, 
and deferves a place in borders where few better things 
will thrive. 

Grows wild in Hungary, on Mount Baldo, about Montpellier, 
and in the Pyrenees; is a hardy perennial, growing to the 
height of ten or twelve inches, producing its flowers in umbels 
in the month of June; according to Lob el was cultivated 
here by Edward Lord Zouch in 1604.

Variety of names impofed on it .by other authors. 

It is a native of the Cape, anch no novelty in this country* 
having been cultivated in the Royal Garden at Hampton-Court 
in 1692 : it is now found in mod colle&ions of green-houfe 
plants : the nurferymen make two varieties of it, a major and 
a minor. * • 

Its root is not bulbous, but compofed of many thick flefhy 
fibVes; the leaves are thick, about a foot long, and near an 
inch broa<j ; the flowering ftem, which is naked, rifes to the 
height of two or three feet, and produces on its fummit a

magnificent umbel of fine blue flowers, which come forth 
irregularly during the whole of th« y*ar, but more frequently 
from Auguft to January. 

This plant only requires protection from froft and moifhn-e, 
it Ihould not, (therefore, have any artificial warmth* in winter, 
at lead no more than is neceQary to fecure it from froft 
(unlefs our objeft be to force it, which it bears admirably 
well) and mud be fet in the open air in fummer : at the clofe 
of the year, when coming into bloom, it will require the fhelter 
of the green-houfe. 

Is propagated by offsets, which come out from the fide of the 
old plant, and may be taken off the latter end of June. 

It will not grow and flower in perfeftion unlefs it have plenty 
of pot room, and the fpace that it thus occupies is often more

The genus Aletris, as eftablifhed by Linnjeus, has, by 
Gleditsch, in the Btrlin Tranfa&ions for 1771, been divided, 
and a new genus conftru&ed under the name of Veltheimia, 
to which this plant belongs. But although this alteration has 
been adopted by Wrldenow, in his edition of the Spec. 
Plant, of Linnaus, we neverthelefs adhere to the old name, 
by which it has been long known in our gardens, efpecially as 
we have hac^no opportunity of examining with care the capfules 
of the different fpecies, from fome difference in which the 
diftinftion is chiefly drawn. It is a native of the Cape of 
Good Hope; flowers from November to April. So ornamental 
m. plant would probably be more common, were it more eafily 
propagated ; but it neither readily perfe&s its feeds, nor is it 
eafily increafed by its roots.

This beautifcl ftove plant is a native of Jamaica, growing 
in the mountains, in places cleared of wood, and in this 
fituation acquires the ftature of eight feet, with leaves propor- 
tionally large. With us it rifes about three feet, with a 
ftraij^n round polifhed ftem, naked at the upper part and 
clothed below with fmooth fhining leaves, alternate lanceolate- 
elliptic acuminated many-nerv6d, with membranaceous foot- 
(talks (heathing the ftem. At a more advanced ftage than that 
at which our drawing was taken, the top of the ftem becomes 
flexuous or zig-zag, andtfrom each bend there grows an ereft 
lanceolate concave fpatha, within which the' flowers grow in 
clufter3 upon fhort peduncles, thefe remain clofed during the 
funftion of flowering, opening only juft before they fall. The 
Corolla, properly fpeaking, is monopetalous, the whole falling 
off in one piece j if carefully examined it divides into five 
fegments, the three outermoft of which are ufually defcribed 
as the three petals of the corolla s the two inuermoft form

what, in this family of plants, Lixnaius calls the neftary. 
The two fuperior fegments of the corolla are nearly linear, 
and are firmly attached above half way atong the back of the # 
neftary ; the lower one is like the upper, but more deeply 
grooved, embracing tfie edges of the ncttarv, from which it 
feparates nearly-to the bafe. The Neftary confifts chiefly of 
one boat-fhaped fharp-pointed fegment, the#edges of which 
are folded together, enclofing the ftamens and ftvle, and 
opening only a little way below the point to allow of the exit 
of the anthers and ftigm3. : within this is likewife included, 
quite concealed from the eye, the fecond fegment of the 
neftary, which js very fmall, fpamUte, fomewhat concave, 
and is attached at its back to the lower part of the inferior* 
fegment of the corolla; this final I part is common to the genus 
and alfo to Strelitzia, and is fuppoled by Jussieu to be the 
rudiment of a fixth ftamen.

This extremely rare, beautiful, and hardy fpecies of Gera- 
nium, we obtained a few years finoe of Mr. Lod dices, Nurfery- 
man, of Hackney; who we believe was the firft that introduced 
it frorti Germany. It is onfe of the many curious plants found 
on the fummit'of Mount Baldus, celebrated in the annals of 
Botany for* its choice vegetable prbduftions. 

It is diftinguifhed from all pur other hardy Geraniums by its 
Clvery foliage ; its flowers are large, and extremely delicate j 
taken altogether, when it grows and bloflbms in perfection, it 
taay be regarded as one of the mod defirable of the alpine tribes* 

It blofloms in June and July, and with us at Brompton has 
tfpened its feeds, though in no great number ; from thefe the 
plant may be railed, as alfo by parting its roots, but the formef 
is the preferable mode* 

. It fucceeds belt kept in a pot "of light fandy bog earth, 
taking care thqj it does not fuffer through want of water in 
fummer, nor from having too much in the winter ; we need 
fcarcely adtt, that fo rare a plant/ growing naturally in fo pure 
an atmofphere, requires/as it deierves, more than ordinary 
care to preferve it* 
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
